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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the references found alone or in combination; disclosed the claimed feature of a 
viscous material (i.e.; grease or lubricant, acting as a resistance in a steering system) that can 
impart its viscosity as a minimum required load resistance on a power transmission path, so that 
when placed in a transmission path of a steering system acts a damping coefficient, wherein the 
claimed viscous material has a defined constant viscosity (numerical weight or grade of the 
material) for which the viscous material is defined by a numerical design value that is derived 
from an equation dependent upon a value of the mass moment of inertia of an electric motor and 
a resonant angular frequency of the steering system; as understood from page 13-15 of applicant 
specification, wherein the claimed design value for the viscosity constant (C) of the viscous 
material is derived from an equation which is represented by a value defined to be greater than or 
equal to 80 percent of the product of the moment of inertia of the electric motor (J) and the 
resonant angular frequency of the steering system (wp), and is represented by an equation where 
C< 0.8Jwp; as claimed, such that the claimed design value for the viscosity constant of the 
viscous material is derived by an equation where the numerical design value of the viscous 
material satisfies the inequality defined by the equation represented as 80% of the value of the 
moment of inertia of the electric motor and the value of the resonant angular frequency of the 
steering system to obtain the range of viscosity for the viscous material (grease) to suppress the 
intrinsic vibration in the system; as understood.
